! Southern California.
Riddell stated that the law- 

requires taxpayers to substan­ 
tiate any deduction claimed 
on their returns and if re­ 
quested b ythe Internal Aev- 
enue Service, they must be 
prepared to do so. Ordinarily,; 
however, they will not be 
asked to produce records to 
support sales tax deduction 
claimed unless it exceeds the 
amount shown in the table.

Taxpayers who use the 
standard deduction in lieu of 
itemizing their deductions or 
ust Form 1040A may not. use 
the table.

The average general sales 
tax table includes payments 
at the rate of 3 per cent for 
state sales tax and 1 per cent 
for local sales tax.
